Mr. and Mrs. Beals, now 
thoroughly terrified, ransacked their great 
house from basement to garret, hoping every 
instant to find their child. And Lizzie Smith. 
meanwhile carrying the babe wrapped in her 
shawl, was fleeing safe in the darkness. 

Mr. and Mrs, Beals, after many precious 
minutes spent in useless search of their home, 
became convinced that their child was stolen. 
An alarm was sent to police headquarters 
within five minutes after it became certain 
the child had been abducted. Chief Speers 
himself remained up all night examining the 
details of the case. His detectives and patrol- 
men thronged the vicinity, others were sent 
to watch all the depots. Men were put to 
work from the Piakerton agency under the 
personal direction of Supt. Eppeishimer. No 
precaution was neglected. But it was as if 
the child had been spirited away through the 
air. 

Clews That Are Being Developed. 

After a night of hard work and searching by 
many men but two very faint clews have been 
discovered, ana these contradict each other. 
That a plot to steal little David Beals has 
been maturing for weeks seems certain. Twice 
has the Beals mansion been entered, suppos- 
ably by participants in this plan, and this de- 
spite the presence of four of the wickedest 
and biggest Siberian bloodhounds in Kansas 
City. Once Mr. Beals fruitlessly pursued an 
unseen man with his revolver, and once in the 
middie of the night one of the bloodhounds 
set up a sonorous braying at a mysterious vis- 
itor whom Mrs. Beals heard pattering through 
the hallway outside her room. These things 
happened after the coming of Lizzie Smith. 

The placing of this woman ia the house 
seems to have been the first move of the kid- 
napers. Some three weeks ago Mrs. Beals 
had need for another housemaid. She adver- 
tised in the papers. An answer came from 
“* Lizzie Smith,” No. 1528 Lydia avenue. Mrs. 
Beals sent her coachman, Joseph Hewings, 
after the woman. She claimed to have recently 
come from Nebraska and to be a native of 
Illinois. She was given light housework and 
in no manner was expected to act as a nurse 
toward the children. She was between 25 and 
30 years of age, rather homely in appearance, 
with brown hair, dark gray eyes, medium in 
flesh, and tall. She was never allowed to 
handle Junior,“ as he was called by every 


one. 
It Was a Deep Laid PI 


At No. 1528 Lydia avenue, whence this woman 
had come, there had been strange proceed- 
ings. A day or two before Mrs. Beals adver- 
tised for a housemaid one Albert King had 
rented the house from its owner, Mrs. Will- 
iams. He paid a full month’s rentin advance. 
King behaved mysteriously. A few days ago 
it was noticed that the house was vacant, al- 
though the rent is still paid for it. Several 
times since the Smith girl’s engagement she 
has been seen talking at the gates and outside 
of the grounds at the Beals mansion. Her 
work was al‘ogether unsatisfactory, so that 
her permanence was not at all assured. 

When the Smith woman was missed her 
trunk was immediately searched. It was found 
that she had secretly carried away nearly all 
her clothing, leaving only a quantity of worth- 
less odds and ends in the trunk. But among 
these was found an autograph album with the 
woman's supposed true name and the name of 
the town from which she came. A detective 
has gone to this town. 

‘Shortly after noon today Mr. Beals received 
a note handed him by a messenger boy. The 
boy said an unknown man had given it to him 
on the street. The writer asked Mr. Beals to 
meet him at the postoffice building. He gave 
a sign Mr. Beals was to use that he might be 


identified. He said that the stolen boy was: 


securely hidden and that all the detectives in 
the country eould not find him. He would re- 
turn the child for a stated amount. He wanted 
fair treatment and protection. The messenger 
boy’s description of the man who gave him 
the note tallies with that given of Albert King. 

Mr. Beals went to the postoffice, in answer 
to the man’s note, and at 4 o’clock was found 
there by Taz TMnUxR correspondent anxious- 
ly pacing up and down in front of the free de- 
livery window. He said he had seen nothing 
of the man and was afraid that the note was a 
cruel hoax. Mrs. Beals is prostrated, and 
the entire city is excited. Every one is a self. 
constituted detective. Mr. Beals is President 
ef the Union National Bank, owner of the 
handsomest home west of Chicago as well as 
several business biocks here and a ranch in 
Texas and several thousand head of cattle. 
He is safely worth . 000, 00 0. 


THINK AE WAS CHARLIE ROSS. 


Efforts to Identify an Adopted Sou of G. 
Henry Stratton, Who Died While Fasting. 
Cortianp, N. I., Nov. 27.—The death at 

New York of G. Henry Stratton, who tried to 

break Succi’s fasting record, has brought to 

light the fact that Sheriff Borthwick and the 
father of the missing Charlie Ross have been 
seeking for two years to identify an adopted 
son of Stratton with Charlie Ross. Sheriff 

Borthwick told this story yesterday: 

“Tt is not generally known that Stratton 
was a married man. He separated from his 
wife, who is now in Minnesota, many years 
ago. The separation was caused by Stratton 
introducing into the family a boy whom, he 
said, he had adopted. Mrs. Stratton did not 
want the boy in the family, and, when she gave 
her husband the choice between herself and 
the boy, he chose the boy. 

„This boy, I believe, was none other than 
Charlie Ross. I will not say until I have 
concluded my investigation why I believe 
this. 

“When Stratton came to this village he 
brought the boy with him. He was known as 
Fred Stratton, although Stratton admitted 
that he was not the boy’s father. I have been 
corresponding with Mr. Ross in Philadelphia 
for some time, and many little incidents re- 
lated by the boy have led Mr. Ross to believe 
that Fred Stratton may be his son. 

„ Stratton was a very peculiar man. He 
would never tell where he got the boy. There 
are many things about him that carry out my 
belief. 

This boy has cut quite a figure in Stratton’s 
life. Besides separating bim from his wife he 
prevented him, from marrying a Brooklyn lady 
of wealth. She frequentiy came tp this village 
to see Stratton, and would have married him 
but for the fact that he persisted in having 
this boy with him.” 

Sheriff Borthwick showed many letters 
which he had received from Mr. Ross. He 
says he will continue his investigation until 
his belief is either confirmed or destroyed.

Herein lies Mr. Springer’s 
hopes of success. He now intends opening 
headquarters at Willard’s tomorrow. In fact, 
all of the candidates will have two sets of 
headquarters, ore at each end of the avenue. 
This plan is intended co catch the Congress- 
men, like the coon, “ a-comin’ and a-gwine.”’ 
All the Democratic Congressmen from IIli- 
nois, with the exception of Forman and 
Lew Stewart, who are not here yet, 
are working for Mr. Springer with all 
their might and main.

GEORGE KENNAN BREAKS DOWN. 


Siberian’s Intrepid Explorer a Victim of 
Nervous Prastration. 

Saw Franorsco, Cal., Nov. 27,—[Special. ]— 
Unable to sleep, unable to eat. This is the 
condition of George Kennan, the lecturer on 
the Siberian exile system, who is now in 
’Frisco. Kennan is a victim of nervous pros- 
tration, and, though he fallies to deliver lect- 
ures for which he is under contract, he col- 
lapses after each and barely maintains exist- 
ence. For months he has been working fif- 
teen hours a day on his new book about Si- 
beria. It has made heavy drains on his en- 
ergy, and for several weeks he has been trav- 
eling and lecturing at the same time. The re- 
sult is that his nervous system is wholly shat- 
tered and insomnia has secured a grip which 
he cannot shake off. Kennan looks ghastly, 
and his wife declares that she cannot keep him 
from overwork. When he becomes thorough- 
ly aroused on any subject he works at it until 
his strength collapses, and it is idle to attempt 
to check him. Kennan says he has great 
hopes that his disclosures of Russia’s convict 
system have killed the extradition treaty with 
Russia which is to come before Congress next 
month,

It is the intention of the company to estab- 
lish connection with other parte in Central 
America that are not required. of us by the 
government, which permits us to stop at any 
port on our return trip provided it does not 
interfere with our outward trips. One such 
Stop will de at Port Limon in Costa Rica, and 
Greytown and Bluefield in Nicaragua, which are 
the great banana ports of that country. : 
actual sailing time from Galveston to La 
Guayra, Venezuela, will be six days, while 
the round trip, with the proposed additional 
stops on the return voyage, will consume 
about twenty days. The governm subsidy 
amouts to about $1,400 per trip, or $60,000 per 
annum. 

Result of Galveston Harbor Work. 


“There are a few Chicago men interested 
financially in the enterprise, and others 
are u for an interest.

When the Red D line was first estab- 
lished between New York and Venezuela the 
traffic amounted to only $3,000,000 per annum. 
Last year the City of New York sold the Ven- 
ezuelans nearly $18,000,000 worth of American 
products. It 1 simply a question of com- 
munication, with the advantages all favora- 
ble to the Galveston route, the country tribu- 
tary to that port producing what is most de- 
sired in the countries to the south of us. 


FREE TRADE WITH HAWAII ARBANGED. 


Provisions of the New Treaty Made 
with That ( ountry. 

Wasurnetow, D. C., Nov. 27.—Dr. Mott 
Smith, a member of the Cabinet of the Queen 
of the Hawaiian Islands, who was sent to Wash- 
ington some time ago to secure modifications 
of the reciprocity treaty between Hawaii and 
this government, has concluded bis work. His 
efforts have resulted in the negotiation of an 
entirely new treaty, which provides for abso- 
lute free trade between the two governments 
in the products and manufactures of 
both countries.

CHICAGO GRADUATES OF OTHER 
DAYS MAKE MERRY. 


Forty-Seven Members of the Yale Assecia- 
tion Meet at a Dinner at the Auditorium 
An Enjoyable Menu, Followed by Ru- 
tertaining Post-Prandial Efforts—Presi- 
dent Harper Speaks of the Principles of 
University Extension — What Others 
Had to Say on the Sunject. i 

The brilliantly lighted banquet hall of the 
Auditorium reéchoed with the songs of old 
Yale last night. It was the event that annual- 
ly brings together the men of Chicago whose 
college days were spent under the azure ban- 
ner of one of the greatest of America’s insti- 
tutions of learning. It was the one time in 
the year when old men whose college days 
have become but the memory of a time long 
gone by come together to tell the stories and 
sing the songs of college life with the vigor 
of youth. It was the annual banquet of the 
Yale Association of Chicago. 

The annual gathering of Yale men could not 
have been held ata more favorable time. It 
took place at the end of one of the most pros- 
perous years of the college’s existence. Dur- 
ing 1891 the greatest advanceinent in learning, 
numbers, and athletics has been made. Only 
the day preceding, the college football team 
had proved itself the greatest of the similar 
organizations of Eastern colleges, and this fact 
lent an increased enthusiasm to the occasion. 
The white-haired men joined in the refrain, 
„Well have him whip the crimson as his 
daddy used todo,” and from the time the 
members of the association sat down at the 
banquet tables an increasing enthusiasm held 
sway. 

The banquet hall was not decorated. There 
was no orchestra, for college songs are suf 
ficient music to college men and the music of 
the Alma Mater always suffers at the hands of 
the best orchestra. The tabies were ranged 
along three sides of the room, with the one at 

end reserved for the venerable members 
of the association and the speakers of the 
evening. In the center sat the Presidevt, M. 
W. Robinson, the ftoastmaster. At his right 
was President Harper of the University of 
Chicago, and at his leftsat Dr. W. F. Poole. 
Forty-seven Discuss the Mena. 

The dinner began at 7 o’clock. Forty-seven 
persons were seated at the tab and 
they occupied the next two hours with fol- 
lowing menu, which seemed but aside issue 
When contrasted with the service of song 
which engaged their chief attention.

Whea the spirits of the guests had reached 
their highest pitch, and the college blue had 
pervaded the ball in the color of the smoke of 
the cigar, Toastmaster Robinson rapped for 
attention and called the thoughts of the ban- 
queters back to the present. He madea few 
happy remarks and ended 5 calling President 
Harper, the principal speaker of evening, 
who made an address upon “ University Exten- 
sion. 

Dr. Harper was thoroughly infused with the 
spirit of the evening. With a few pleasant 
allusions to the college, its dignity and 
its prowess on the football field, he began 
his address. He said that although each of 
his hearers had spent four years at Yale—ex- 
cept where necessity demanded five years—he 
was still in advance of them, for he had been 
a member of the Yale faculty for five years. 
Continuing, he said: 

I cannot describe the conflict of feelings I had 
in leaving the Yale faculty to take up the work of 
the University of Chicago. I cannot. even now. 
always convince myself that it was the right step 
that led me to make the sthertag ae th when

1 am present at such a gather as this. It was 
my duty. however, and when k upon it from 
that stanJpoint I am content. 

have been asked to speak to you on university 
extension, and in discussing it 1 will limit my- 
self to five or six questions. There isa certain 
intellectual work among the people at large that 
is demanded. It is ra and necessary. It 
is this idea of university extension. It 
shows itself in history in different ways. 
The art of printing was university extension in 
one sense. Libraries, lectures, lyceums, and 
kindred things are the same, for they are the tak- 
ing of university men and bringing them in con- 
tact with the people at large. And now comes 
university extension pure and simple in answer 
to the cry of the masses: ‘We demand now what 
has previously belonged to the few.’

This 
is mostly seen in the conducting of affairs in a 
city. We believe in — + pene of thought. but 
it must be trained thought, and in consequence 
of this, intellectual work outside of colleges, em- 
ied in 1 extension has come to stay. 

Not 10 per cout of the people today can obtain 
the benefits of a college education. Will you as 
college men leave this large body of outsiders un- 
cared for? You say that they have the benefit of 
the newspaper, the lecture, and all that, but that 
is merely accidental and cannot train the thoughts 
of men as true intellectual work m 

This work must be scientitic peda cal, and 
systematically arranged. In the sense of 
the term it must be popular. The ordinary lect- 
ure combines pleasure and amusement with the 
true results. hat we want is something tangi- 
ble and systematized—something will aid, 
instruct, and lead. e popular lecture cannot 
accomplish this, for it demands qu and ques- 

ions to make it effective and a scientific progress 
om ning to end. 

Again, this work cannot be effectively carried 
out by committees. It cannot even be accom- 
plished by a union of institations of learning. It 
must be done by a single institution, by one great 
university, capable of granting credit for the work 
completed. 

It is important from the standpoint of the uni- 
versity that it should undertake this work. It is 
generally sup hat a university is only for 
those who can find time for uninterrupted study. 
This may be granted, but the work should not 
stop here. Whena man steps down and out of 
his college his thoughts of learning and of 
literature should not cease, a system of 
literary extension, properly carried out, might 
effectually encourage him to continue the work 
that his college course has forced him to pursue. 
Universities ought to undertake this work, fur 
itis sowing which may bear an abundance 
of fruit. It may correct this feeling of apathy, 
even hostility, to education which exists so gener- 
ally among men. There are men in Chicago to- 
me well able to send their sons to college who 
refrain because they are antagonistic to a callege 
education. 


An Aid te Instructors, 


The same good seeds are also sown in the inside 
of intellectual institutions, for university exten- 
sion brings professors and instructors into 
contact with the outside world, with human 
life and activity, and the ves them a 
new —— 2 for their work. Unfortunately 
the tendencies of universities are against this. 
but if university extension can correct the evil 
a great good will have been accomplished. 

Prof. Harper then spoke of the dangers at- 
tending the introduction of the new system. 
He explained that much work would be liable 
to for university work that would not be 
such, that people who have gained a certain 
amount of training by the system 
would feel that they had received 
enough, Much of the time which 
the professor should devote to his university 
work would be spent with the outside system. 
These were all serious objections to the sys- 
tem of university extension, but Prof. Harper 
t ht that they could be avoided by employ- 
ing three means. id he: 

In order to accomplish these results the uni- 
versity from which the university extension 
springs should employ a separate and distinct 
faculty for the work composed of men who re- 
eéive regular salaries. just the same as the pro- 
fessors who conducted the work inside the insti- 


tution. 

The work shouid be an o ic whole, with its 
d ents as clearly defined as those of the 
college from which they spring. It should bea 
college within a college. which operates wholly 
apart from the rest of the college upon a class of 
students which, by their nature, are separated 
from who are conducting their study within. 

Lastly, those who undertake the work should 
be university and college mea, brod with the true 
principles of university work. This work should 
attract a great number of co men who need 
just such a stimulus to enable to lead a life 
of sade and research after they leave their active

THE HORROR OF KILLING A MAN. 


A Soldier Tells of One of the Things Re- 
quired in the Line of Duty. 

They do not call it murder when men meet 
to slaughter each other in battle. They sim- 
bly report so many dead, wounded, and miss- 
mg: When you fire into the smoke conceal- 
ihg the other »attle line you fire in the hopes 
to kill or wound. It is your duty. Battles 
cannot be won without killing. You load and 
fire—load and fire—move to the right or left— 
advance or retreat, and when the battle is over 
you may have fired fifty rounds and yet you 
have not had a near sight of the enemy; you 
have simply fired at him, and you cannot 
vouch that a single one of your bullets has 
found a living tar 

Here is a brigade of us in battle line across 
an old meadow; our mght and left join other 

We have thrown down the rail 
fence, gathered logs and brush and sod, and 
— a breastwork. It is only a slight one, 
but enough to shelter us while lying down. A 
division of the enemy breaks cover half a mile 
away and comes marching down upon us. The 
field pieces behind us open on their solid col- 
umns, but they are not checked.

THEY WANT IT IN COLD CASH. 


Arapahoe Indians in Washington Looking 
After a Little Matter of Money. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 27.—{Special.}] — 
A delegation of Arapahoe and Cheyenne In- 
dians is in Washington awaiting an audience 
with the President and the Secretary of the 
Interior relative to the $250,000 which 1s about 
due to these tribes. 

March 3 of this year the treaty was made 
whereby the 3,250 Indians of these two tribes 
were to receive $1,500,000 in consideration of 
their land in Oklohoma Territory. Of this 
amount $1,000,000 was to be retained by the 
government, on which 6 per cent annually was 
to be paid, Thesum of $250,000 in cash was 
to be paid within sixty days after the ratifica- 
tion the treaty by Congress and the remain- 
ing $250, to be paid six inonths afterwards, 
either in cash or the value in implements, 
clothing, or other means.

WORK OF RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE, 


Supt. White Makes a Report Showing What 
His Men Have Done in a Year. 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Nov. 27.—The report of 


James E. White, General Superintendent of 
Railway Mail Service, shows that at the close 
of the fiscal year the mails were carried on 
159,518 miles of railroad in the United States. 
Postal clerks were employed in the distribu- 
tion. of the mails on 140,736.74. The total 
number of cars under the control of the de- 
partment is 2,891. At the close of the fiscal 
year there were 1,088 railway postoffice lines 
and thirty-seven steam bout lines, on which a 
total of 5,565 clerks were at work. There 
were added during the year 4,738.65 miles of 
service, an imcréase of 3.06 per cent. The 
lines upon which service was performed 
by postal clerks show an increase of 
8,172.62 miles, or 2.31 per cent. The 
mileage of lihés covered by closed pouch- 
service was increased to 18,791.26, an mcrease 
of 1,566.08 miles, or 9.09 per cent. The annual 
mileage of this class of service shows an in- 
crease of 1,475,339 miles, or 7.5 per cent. 
There are 6,082 clerks on the rolls, an increase 
of 196 men, or 3.36 per cent, while the record 
of annual mileage shows an increase of 6,713,- 
837 miles, or 5 per cent, in distance traveled in 
the performance of duty, and 698,814,462 
pieces, or 68.9 per cent in the quantity of mail 
matter distributed. Mr. White says: 

2 per cent of those who have been ap- 
voin to the railway mail service under the pro- 
visions of tha civil service rules has been men of 

inte ual capacity, but unfortunately 
many of them have been deficient in stamina and 
physical endurance, and therefore could not with- 
stand the hardships incident to an occupation re- 
quiring continuous physical and mental labor 
and strong musc action. 

He recommends the enactment ofa law 
providing for the retirement of ail railway 
postal clerks on one-third or one-half pay who 
have become incapacitated for further service 
by reason of age, injuries received while in 
the discharge. of their official duties, etc.; 
the fund out of which the clerks so retired 
may be paid to be created by withholding a 
sum equal to one-half of 1 per cent per annum 
of the salary of each clerk. ; 

Trouble for Civil-Service Commissioners. 

President Harrison may have to give the 
Civil-Service Commission ashaking up before 
long. Mr. Lyman, the mugwump President 
of it, has been feeling tolerably easy in his 
position lately because Commissioner 
velt was drawing most of the fire to himself. 
Lyman was slated to go after the investiga- 
tion by the House last winter, but through the 
influence of friends he managed to stay, with 
the understanding that he should not be dis- 
turbed until the whole commission was reor- 
ganized. Now the time is said to be coming 
when this will be done. Mr. Roosevelt, last 
spring, made an investigation into Baltimore 
Federal politics and gave out his report re- 
flecting on the Postoffice Department. Post. 
master-General Wanamaker, it is stated, was 
not satisfied that the investigation had been a 
fair one and had some of the inspectors look 
into Mr. Roosevelt’s methods. There is a 
general understanding that he will forward a 
report there n to the President, and with it 
an autograph request that the strife between 
himself Mr. Roosevelt may receive a rea- 
sonable share of Presidential attention. 


Congressman Warwick and His Postofiice. 

The presence of Congressman-elect Warwick 
of Ohio here recalls an incident when Vilas 
was Postmaster-General. Gov. Warwick, who 
resides in Massillon, had just completed a 
new block of buildings and it was understood 
that one of the rooms was for the postoffice, 
There was no debate about the location bemg 
a good one. However, as often hap- 
pens, when the time came for remov- 
ing the office there was opposition. 
The other faction underbid Warwick until 
finally he got his Irish up and tendered the 
new office tothe government for $l a year. 
The Postmaster-General accepted the offer 
and had a contract drawn up for a term of 
years. But Maj. McKinley, as soon as the old 
contract expired, went to Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker had a new contract made for 
five years and the figure fixed at $600 a year. 
Today Warwick said: If Vilas should hap- 
pen to be nominated for Vice-President I 
would feel very much like taking to the woods 
when the campaign opened.

MERCHANTS USE SIDEWALK SPACE 
WITHOUT A PERMIT. 


Commissioner Aldrich Notifies Them to Put 
the Walks in Proper Condition Within 
Ten Days—Subway Committee Meeting— 
The Trouble Over Police Matrons—Trial 
Board Findings—Wight Hours for City 
Employes—Supt. Pyne’s Economy—Ald. 
Gosselin’s Street-Car Plan. 

Commissioner Aldrich took steps yesterday 
to compel C. D. Peacock and the Fair com- 
pany to make reparation for flagrant viola- 
tions of a city ordinance, the appropriation of 

a large section of the sidewalks in front of 

their buildings contrary to the ordinances of 

the city, and after permits had been applied for 


and refused. Sometime agoC. D. Peacock 


applied for a permit to cut an entrance to the 
basement of his jewelry store, State and 
Washington streets, and it was refused. Mr. 
Peacock preferred having a permit, but, not 
getting one, had the entrance cut one Sunday 
night, and the opening for the basement stairs 
now extends five feet from the building line, 
and is ten or Sfteen feet wide, while che or- 
dinance limits the space which may be used 
for such purposes to four feet in width and 
two feet from the building. The following no- 
tice was sent to Mr. Peacock yesterday: 


You are hereby notified that the basement : 


entrance or entrances, areaway Or areaways, on 

south side of the building located at the 
northwest corner of State street and Washington 
street in the City of Chicago, are not constructed, 
covered, or sec 4s eres by the ordinances 
of said city in that behalf, and in the opinion of 
the undersigned Commissioner of Public Works 
are inconvenient for public travel. You ard 
therefore ordered to remoye the same within ten 
days from the date hereof and restore said walk 
or place suitable ones in their place. 

The same notices were sent to the owners of 
the buildi and a similar one to the Fair 
company and the George A. Fuller company, 
contractors, for cutting an opening in their 
side walk on born street. 

“Unless this order is complied with,” said 
the Commissioner’s private secretary, Mr.

It is also claimed that four of the members of 
the board held a caucus, fixed up “ just as 
men do,“ and then marched in and asked the 
Superintendent to remove the eight women 
whom they had selected to decapitate, and 
gave him the names of those whom they de- 
sired appointed. 

Numerous delegations have called on Supt. 
McClaughry to protest against the present in- 
cumbents being removed. 

Another trouble that is appearing in the dis- 
tance is that there are a number of charitably 
disposed women who have taken a deep inter- 
est in the police :aatrons—in fact, were orig- 
inally instrumental in getting the system in- 
troduced—who are not represented on the 
board. . These women, it is said, are jealous 
and inclined to criticise the board for the re- 
movals they have recommended.
